a long report in reterence to the discrepancies
between the statement submitted by tho Con
troller and the one as amended by the commit-
tee. The report slates that the estimated re-

ceipts for 1870 of 4240,000 prcseutcd au apparent
uiscrvpuuuy vi over u iiuiu ici ui a million Ol
dollars, to the explanation of which your com
mittee devoted special attention, and found that
ky some blunder in the records of the Control-
ler's Department, brought down for many years,
tnis item, wnicn snouiu nave contained only the
receipts from dividends on stock and interest on
bonds other than those issued or guaranteed by
the city of Philadelphia, aud upon w hich only
the estimated yearly receipts were based, was
increased to more than double the annual esti-
mate by the addition of the interest and sinking
lund puid into the C ity treasury by the Board of
Trustees of tho City Gas Works, whose pay
ments again annually appeared under tho head
of assets in another portion of the Controller's
statement, thereby misleading tho Committee
on Finance in their calculations to the sum of

The committee have increased the item of

000, and state "that we found that the city of

In reference to taxes levied and remalninir
unpaid, tho committee say, "Wo would call your
most serious consideration, feeling satisfied that
the future solvency or bankruptcy ot the city
depends upon the satisfactory or unsatisfactory
solution of this (question. We find that the tux
duplicates for any current year issue about Feb
ruary is, 01 mat year, auu close upon January
15 of tho following year. All bills unpaid at the
latter date are then registered, 1. c, copied into
new books, from which abstracts of bills,
amounting to no more than f 5000 at any one time,
are made and placed iu the hands oi collectors
of outstanding taxes, ono iu cuce ward iu the
city, who are required to givo rooy security.
approved by the Court of Common Pleas, an 4
who are expected to iiviko returns 01 moneys
collected once in eacn wcok.

They are paid by certain legal casts and a
commission upon tho amount collected, and
have power to proceed by distraint ugalust par-tic- s

in arrears. Just previous to the expiration
of live years from the 81st day of December of
the year in which the taxes were levied, tho So-

licitor of the Receiver of Taxes, appointed by
himself, and entirely independent of the City
Solicitor, prepares and files liens ugalnst the
iiroicrties unon which taxes arc iinnaid. For
example: your committee found the Solicitor of
the present Receiver, 011 their visit to his office
to-da- actively engaged in preparing liens for
tuxes levied in jwh, ana unpaid at tuis tine, uy
reason of tho long delay six years from the
date of levy to tho date of filing of tho lion, and
because of the careless manner In which many
properties aro iusescd, uud the unavoidably in-

complete condition of the records iu tho Registry
Bureau, it is found in many cases impossible to
describe with tho accuracy required by law the
property to uo iioneuj auu iuu ucn uieu uguiust
It Jh void lor informality.

We have been unanic to una, irom me records
of the eli v. that any property has of lato years
been sold for unpaid taxes, aud from tho figures
nresented above It is apparent that any man
delrous of evading tho payment of taxes tins
full opportunity to do so successfully, provided
lie can keep the collector of outstanding taxes of
his ward in a good humor, aud provided he has
ro occasion to !' top rnn upon Dillon tru
itaes w ana Uiv remit u mat the tax

payer who pays readily and willingly, not only
pays his own fair proportion of the expenses of
tho city government, but from ten to twenty-fiv- e

per cent, additional by reason of the dis-
honesty of his fcllow-clti.cn- s.

The committee, in conclusion, say that "we
desire to repeat that immediate action on tho
part of Councils looking to the collection of
tuxes Is imperative, as It is the height of folly to
levy a tax only sufficient for the expenses of the
city and then to be forced to report at the close
of the year that from 750,000 to $1,200, 000 of
the amount levied in still due, and the greater
portion thereof uneollootable. Measures must
be adopted to secure the collection ot the
amounts now outstanding and the amount to be
levied, or else tho levy about to bo mado must
be made with sufficient margin to cover the
possible of 1,250,000 of the taxes

f 1870. If neither tho one nor tho other of
these plans is adopted, wo will be compelled to
fund at the rate of moro thn 1,000,000 per
annum for current expenses, the inevitable re-
sult of which is utter bankruptcy, and that in no
very distant future." '
